26.—The totals of 
death, misery and ruin caused in four 
southern states by Friday's tornadoes 
eame to hand today in approximately 
correct form.

Killed, about 350. 

Injured, painfally or seriously, 
1,200, ; 

Homeless, several thousand, 

Towns reporting serieus wresk« 
ape, 46. ; , 

Habitationsa and business houses 
practically complete ruins in these 
towns, about 2,500. 

The above figures do not tnclhude the 
wreckage of plantations and farms, 
scores of which were struck and dameé 
aged. The number of dead will never

“As you know, a Russian engineer 
claims to have invented a method of 
steering and exploding a torpedo by 
Ineans of wireless telegraphy. Il 
was amused to see the jocular sug- 
gestion that the dispatch of a wireless 
message from the admiral’s flagship 


| Might cause the explosion of half the 


torpedoes in his fleet. 

“It would perhaps not be so bad as 
that, but every student of wireless 
telegraphy knows that such a torpedo 
would be almost as much under the 
control of the enemy as of the ship 
which fired it. 

“Any ship fitted with the ordinary 
wireless apparatus would be able to 
influence its flight, just as any number 
of vessels can receive an ordinary 
wireless message. The ship attacked 
would merely have to put on what we 
term the ‘buzzer’ and the torpedo 
would not be able to come near it. It 
would be either deflected or exploded. 

“I claim for my invention that it will 
direct the course of a torpedo, and 
that no other instrument, whether sim- 
ilar to mine or not, will be able to in- 
fluence that torpedo in the least. 

Controlled Up to 7 3-4 Miles. 


“The present range of an ordinary 
torpedo is, I believe, about 4,000 yards, 
My apparatus gives satisfactory results 
up to 73-4 miles. 

“That is to say, a torpedo can be con- 
trolled for a distance of 7 3-4 miles by 
merely moving an indicator over a 
dial.on board the battleship or torpedo 
boat which fires it. 

“This sounds very revolutionary, but 
f maintain that! it can be done. The 
torpedo would be fitted with electrical 
engines, which could, I am convinced, 
be made to give it a sped of nearly 30 
knots.

“The torpedo is fired, and with this 


little handle the operator controls it |

STOLE $125,000 


Very Cunning International 
Criminal Again Sentenced, 


Remarkable Career of Harry, the 
Valet, Who Stole $125,000 Worth 
of Jewelry of the Duchess of 
Sutherland—Betrayed 
by a Woman, 


Special Cable. 


London, April 26.—Harry the Valet 
who is regarded by the police at home 
and abroad ag one of the most cunning 
and daring internationa! criminals. was 
at the Old Bailey sentenced to another 
five years’ imprisonment. 

His name was given on this occasion 
as Thomas Williams, aged 63. and he 
was charged with stealing a pocketbook 
and three check forms, the property of 
a Moorgate street stock broker. Pros- 
ecutor was playing billfards at the Hol- 
Yorn viaduct restaurant, when the ac- 
cused entéred. He lft suddenly, and 
was followed, and when captured pro- 
duced the pocketbook. 

Accused pleaded gullty, thus following 
the advice he is said to have always 
given—'‘When they (the police) have got 
you don't give them any trouble. You 
must take the good with the bad.’’ 

The greatest coup of Harry's long 
career of crime was the jewel theft at 
the Gare du Nord, Paris, in 1898, the 
booty on that occasion, which he secured 
Single-handed, being jewelry valued at 
about $125,000, belonging to the duchess 
of Sutherland. In \|899 he was sent to 
prison for seven years for the theft. 

At the time of this great coup “Harty 
the Valet.”’ or Thomas Williams, alias 
William Johnson, James Wilson, and 
Villiers, wag in very low water finan- 
cially. He had the previous April made 
the acquaintance of a wealthy § lady, 
who was living apart from her husband. 


Fascinated Woman. 


The woman was fascinated by the 
handsome. well-dressed educated man, 
and for six months he traveled with 
her in England, and on the continent, 
the lady paying all the expenses, and 
her companion apparently finding pock- 
et-money by the practice of his crim- 
inaj arts. . 

About the end of September or the be- 
ginning of October, repeated quarrels 
ended in the woman deserting him in 
Paris, where he wag left practically pen- 
niless. On the day of the robbery 4 
casual acquaintance at the Gare du 
Nord pointed out to Harry a lady enter- 
ing the station as the “duchess of Suth- 
erland.”’ 

Recognizing his opportunity, “John- 
son.’ as he was then called, entered the 
station, saw a compartment in a corri- 
dor train selected, watched the luggag® 
being deposited in it, and when those 
in charge went to thetr own compart- 
ment, and before the duchess or Sir Al- 
bert Rollit had time to enter theirs he 
slipped in and carried off the case of 
jewels. : 

A few days later, Harry the Valet, 
wrote to the woman who had left him, 
saying he had now plenty of money, 
and asking her to rejotn him. Accord- 
ing to her story she did not reply, but 
‘‘Iohnson’’ tracked her to her home, 
showed her a dazzling mass of gems,

She shipped a great quentity of water 
through her broken plates, and from the 
moment she backed away from. the 
wrecked cruiser until she reached her 
wharf al] her pumps were kept going to 
their full capacity. 

The damaged bows of the St. Pau! in- 
dicate that she forced her nose at least 
twenty feet through the cruiser’s sidt, 
but fortunately the greatest damage she 
received wag above the water line. The 
bow post was buckled, while the plates 
on both the port and starboard bows 
were crushed in, and gaping cracks ex- 
tend along the side. 

Neither Captain Passow nor any of 
his officerg would discuss the accident, 
preferring to wait until they can submit 
their reports to the proper officials. It 
ie learmed, however, that Captain Pas- 
gow is sorely grieved at the disaster, 
this being his first serfous mishap. 

Had the cruiser been painted any 
other color than slate, she might have 
been seen eariter, and the collision 
avoided, but Great Britain has decided 
that her warships attract less attention 
when thus painted, and what is consid- 
ered the necessity of war purposes has 
contributed to a serious accident,

POSTAL PROGRESS LEAGUE. 


It Will Hold a Convention in Wash- 
ington on May 5. 


Washington, April 26.—Already re- 
sponses are coming to the invitation 
extended through Secretary James M. 
Cowles, of the Postal Progress League, 
to public men and organizations inter- 
ested in postal reform measures, to 
assemble itn Washington In convention 
on May 5, in an effort to influence con- 
gress to enact some of these measures 
into law before the expiration of the 
present session. The league is relying 
upon the moral support of Chairman 
Overstreet, of the house postoffice com- 
mittee, because of his announcement 
in a speech last winter in congress that 
he earnestly favored the extension of 
the service. On that occasion he said: 

“Upon the postal servioe, more than 
upon anything elise, does the economic, 
as well as the social and political de- 
velopment of the country depend.” 

The National Grange is expressing 
interest also in the approaching con- 
vention and a letter has peen received 
from N. J. Bachler, tne master of the 
grange, expressing regret at his in- 
ability to attend the meeting as an ad- 
vocate of an extended parcels post as 
at once the hope of the rural! merchant 
and the farmers. The grange indorses 
other projects of postal reform ad- 
vocated by Postmaster General Meyer.

To Commemorate His Jubilee, 
_ New Novel by Famous 
Russian, 


St. Petersburg, Sunday, April !2.—Al- 
though in deference to the wishes of 
Tolstoi, the plans for an international 
celebration at Yasnaga Polyana, this 
summer of the writer’s eightieth birth- 
day, have 
of the Russian novelist propose to sig- 
nalize his jubilee by the formation 
an international Tolstoi Society, skm- 
ilar to the Goethe, Dante and Shakes- 
pearean societies, designed to study 
and propagate the ideas of Tolstoi to 
collect materials concerning his life's 
at Yasnaga Polyana for a Tol- 
Stolan museum. 

Celebrations of the anniversary will 
be held in St. Petersburg, Moscow and 
cther cities. Tolstoiig reasons for de- 
clinjng the honor are given In a letter 
to Michael Staknovichn, in which he 
writes: 

“l address myself to you with a very 
great request, namely, to stop the plan 
of a jubilee celebration which will give 
me nothing but pain, and what is worse, 
the consciousness of evil-doing. You 
know that particularly at my age when 
I am so near deaih, nothing is more 
precious than the love of my fellowmen, 
and I fear lest this affection suffer 
from this jubilee. I received yesterday 
a letter in which 
members of the Orthodox church (from 
which Tolstoi, as is. well known, was 
excommunicated), would be affronted 
by this celebration. I had never thought 
of it in that light, but what was writ- 
ten is correct. Not only among the Or- 
thodox, but also among many others, 
the celebration of my jubilee would 
provoke evil feelings. 

“Those who love me, (I know them 
and they know me), need no outward 
forms to express their affections. 
Therefore do what vou can to prevent 
this celebration and free men from this 
sorrow. I shall ever be very thankful.’’ 

Count Leo Tolstoi has, it is announc- 
ed, written a new novel, which, how- 
ever, will only be published after his 
death. It is entitled “Father Sergius,” 
from its hero, a young guard officer, 
who retires from the world and be. 
comes a monk, on learning of the wn- 
chastity of the young girl, with whom 
he had fallen in love. He becomes fa- 
mous for sanctity but is subjected to 
repeated worldly temptations, finally 
yields to a tempest of sensual passion 
and after killing the victim of his lust 
leaves the monastery to become 4 Wan- 
derer on the earth. The study of the 
moral struggle of the monk and of the 
confiding faith of the peasants throng- 
ing to the shrine of the holy man, give, 
it is said, opportunity for masterly 
Tolstoian description.

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TEN-CENT COTTON AND THE COT- 
TON AREA. 


It is stated that quite ee. numebdr of 
farmers have been caught with a com- 
siderable part of their last year’s cot- 
ton crop on hand and-there is a dispo- 
sition in some quarters to hold certain 
}ad\yisore morally responsible for the ad- 
vice to “hold for 16 cents,’ now that 
the market has not only not gone to i6 
cents, but has actually fallen to’ !0 
cents. If I recollect arigtm, however, 
Our two organizations have not coun- 
selied the cotton growers to hold back 
their entire crops. The advice has been 
to sell siowly, not to force their craps 
on the market as fast as gathered, 
ginned and baled, and the advice has 
been wise and as far as accepted and 
followed has proven to be timely and 
suund. If the market had been forced— 
during fall and early winter—my 
own conviction !s that the ‘bottom 
would have dropped out”. long before 
now, and the loss to producers would 
have been many millions more. 

Il learn that there are a few farmers 
who have their entire crops on hand to 
thds hour. If so, while rather hard on 
them now, it is probable that they are 
able to stand the joss without serious 
inconvenience, elee they would not have 
made the determimed stand that wiey 
did. 

The course of the market since its 
opening last fall has only proven—for 
the hundrdeth trme—that noone is wie 
enough to know In advance what will 
be the price of cotton many months !n 
asdivance. It is generally a matter Of 
speculation, if not purely guess WOTK, 
and the best guesser gets credit for 
having more foresight now, while a year 
hence he becomes the poorest guesser. 

But it ig not the purpose of the writér 
to attempt to disouss at length the mys- 
teriies of the cotton market, and to un- 
dertake +0 point out all the causes tneat 
have led to the present apparently ab- 
normal conditbon. As the readere of tne 
farmgers' department well know, I have 
never placed great confidence in the 
practical value and result of advising 
the farmers as @ mass. what to do as a 
whole, and for the simple reason that 
tme number of farmers and the extent of 
territory occupied by them is so large 
that the best formes of organization are 
ineffective for any considerable length 
of time. Thvere are moral reasons, too, 
what enter into the problem, that must 
be taken into consideration, especially 
in the effort to limit the area by con- 
certed and predetermined action. 

l have always insisted that the argu- 
ment as to area to be planted should 
be addressed to the individual farmer, 
just as if he were the only producer of 
cotton. It js, in its last analysis, an 
individual probbhem. Each farmer, 
he would be wise, must decide for him- 
self what area he will plant, how ne 
will fertilize and plant kK 60 @a¢ best to 
meet the probable conditions of the fu- 
ture as revealed to him by the best 
Kights before him. If a given individual! 
farmer believes that the next crop wil! 
command only !0 cents per pound, let 
him determine for himself whether the 
can afford to grow cotton at that price, 
on @s extensive a scale as he did jast 
year. If it costs him 8 cente a pound to 
grow cotton and put it on the market, 
can he afford to plant on the basis ot 
a conviction that 10 Genta will be the 
maxunum, or even the average price 
next fall. I say no. It would not be 
wise to make cotton at a cost of 8 
cents to be sold (on a contract) at !0 
cents. I would not do {t, and I doubt 
if many farmers could be found Willing 
In a formal way to sign and oarry out 
such an agreement. . 

But there are many—yea, thousands— 
Who act far less wisely. There are 
thousands of farmers (I will not under- 
take to say how many) who have rare- 
ly, {f ever, produced an entire crop of 
cotton rea@®y for market at a less cost 
than 8 cents. There are many more 
thousands who have contributed their 
quota in making up the grand ag gre- 
gate of millions of acres on which the 
cotton produced has cost anywhere 
from 10 to 20 cents per pound. 

Now it ts the pilvilege, and IT think 
it a duty he owes to himself, his fam- 
ily and the cotton growers generally. 
to no longer contribute his quota to 
this always unprofitable area and its 
millions of unprofitable bales. The in- 
dividual farmer—each farmer for him- 
self—can make the resolve and carry 
it into effect, not to cultivate tn cotton 
(Or any market crop) a single acre that 
Will not yield a fair profit on the basis 
of a !0-cent market next fall. He 
does not have to consult anybody, or 
ask the cooperation of any one to do 
this. He may do it by “his own. self.”’ 
just as he buys a mule, or locates the 
Spot for a new barn, or picks out a

If other 
individual farmers shal! act with the 
same wisdom they will likewlse be pros- 
perous and happy at the end of the 
vear Tf all the farmers shall adopt 
It, then the area will have been largely 
reduced. the aggregate output largely 
diminished and the market will re 
spond in higher prices. 
Now, don’t be afraid. hrother {ndi- 
Vidual farmer, that evervhody !s going 
to follow this advice and that as a re- 
sult there wil! be a great falling off tn 
production and vou willl go and act the 
simpleton and plan “al! creation” and 
over-the-branch heseides. You attend 
to vour own busfness and follow the 
leadings of your own judgment and 
common sense, {nspired. if not enlight- 
ened, by this sincere advice. Consfder 
that the matter the area you 
Tiant the more select will he 
the land, the more you can 
concentrae vrour®* fertilizer, the het- 
ter preparation vou can give. the 
leg labor will be needed. with the re- 
suit of a smaller number of bales of 
ectton. but at se much reduction In the 
eost that vour aggrewate profits wt! he 
larwer. Take care 7f the cost and the 
‘awe of trade will take care of the 


market price.

I have tried to dissuade them from such 
foolish notions, telling them that even admit- 
ting there was any difference in the result 
of planting at certain stages of the mvon, 
that greater evils would more frequently oc- 
our from deferring planting at the proper 
time than benefits derived from planting at 
what they claim to be the proper stage of 
the moon. I have tried to show them the 
fallacy of such argument by stating: You 
might plant corn in this section in March 
and tNe grains would lie dormant possibly 
from two to three weekg and again plant in 
May or June and the grans would germinate 
im three or four days. That if their pet 
‘dea was good in March it would be worth- 
leas in May. and vice versa. But if you can 
eradicate the superstition that exists In a 
mbon man’s noggin you can beat my eén- 
deavors. 

Answer: (1) Tam at a loss to answer 
this question satisfactorily. I have no- 
ticed the same thing in a recently pub- 
lished station bulletin in which the 
yield of the several varieties of corn 
in the “variety test” is edven in 


“bushels of ear>corn” as well as ‘“‘bush- 


els of shelled corn.” In the bulletin 
noted of !4 varieties that entered into 
the test the average yield of* ear-corn 
was 30.85 bushels, and of shelied corn 
26.17 bushels per acre. I presume they 
mean just what they say. But it would 
seem that 26.17 bushels of shelled corn 
from 30.35 bushels of ear-corn weuld 
be a phenomena! ‘“‘turn out.’’ We usu- 
ally roughly estimate that 2 bushels 
of ears (heaped) will shell a bushel of 
grain. I have long known, however, 
that if the ears be small and well filleu 

i 1-2 bushels of ears will shell one 
bushel. In the case of the bulletin just 
referred to | !-6 bu@hels of ear corn 
shelled one bushel of grain. I note, 
however, in the column of “percent- 
age of grain” that the average is 82.9 
per cent, and I find that 82.9 per cent 
of 30.35 (the average yield in bushels 
of ear-corn) is 25.16. So if the ear corn 
was actually measured then the 25.16 
bushels of shelled corn was the re- 
sult of multiplying 30.35 bushels of 
ear corn by .829 (82.9 per cent), or the 
ear corn was not actually measured 
but the 30.35 bushels of ear corn was 
found by dividing 25.16 by .829 (82.9 
per cent). ‘Percentage of grain” usual- 
ly means that there are so many pounds 
of shelled corn in [100 pounds of ear 
corn; but it seems that percetnag of 
grain means in this building that there 
are sO many bushels of shelled corn in 
100 -bushlis of ar corn, to wit, 82.9 
bushels. 

That is the best I can meke of it. 
Suppose you write to the authors of 
the bulletins to which you refer and 
ask for an explanation. 

(2) It is not a difficult mattr to 
“call your hogs” out of the § “(fields 
whnever he soil is too wet to root (or 
too wet to plow), and stop the root- 
ing for a time. I suppose every farmer 
knows that rooting up the soil when 
wet is injurious whether they regard 
it or not. 

(3) IT have observed .the same thing 
in my garden, viz., that of volunteer 
plants or tomatoes the fruit is liable 
to revert to the ori@inal ‘“‘love apple 
type or about the size of a musket 
ball, and of a variety of flavors. I 
have never heard an attempt at an 
explanation of the phenomenon, and 
have concluded that it is an illustra- 
tion of the tendency of ‘highly im- 
proved fruits to revert to the original 
wild tomato (love apple) and not stop 
at the half-way station and produce 
the one-inch-in-diameter tomato of our 
grandfathers of 75 years ago. Ask 
something easier. 

(4) I really make an effort to dis- 
abuse the moon superstition. Educate

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THE RAMBOUILLET SHEEP. 
(By W. O. Harvey. Yorkville, Miss.) 

Mr. Editor: I am in receipt of the follow- 
ing from a subscriber to your paper: 

“Please give us a description of the Ram- 
boulllet sheep in The Atlanta Constitution. 
Do you consider them superior to the com- 
mon. mutton breeds?’* 

With your permission I comply with the re- 
quest as follows! The breeders of kKam- 
boullleta do not advertise much for the same 
reason the girl gave for not marrying, ‘'I 
don't have to.’’ Nearly a]l sales are made to 
breeders of other breeds, who realize that 
to be up-to-date breeders they must have 
Rambouillets. Most sales of Ramboulillet 
sheep now go to the far west by carload lots. 
1. The Rambouillets are superior to other 
breeds because as breeder they bring more. 
2. Because their fleeces gre denser and more 
Olly and willl shed a rain that would wet 
other breeds to the skin. Getting wet much 
fs ruinous to the health of sheep. 3. Because 
they are jlarge and produce so much more 
woo! per pound of carcasg weight than other 
breeds. 

The condition of the sheep industry which 
conduces t> the popularity of the Rambouillet 
is the ‘fact that so large a per cent of the 
sheep in this coumtry are run west of the 
Missour! river under range conditions. When 
we remember that these sheep never have 
shelter other than the blue sky or some 
sheltering cliff until they enter the cag 
bound for market or the feed lot, that they 
must live upon comparatively short feed 
andbe handled in bands of 2,500 to 8,500 each, 
we see that no breed is found so completely 
adapted to all these conditions as the Ram- 
boutliet. They raise a good fleece of fine 
wool, are long lived, good berders, and when 
market time comes have a good carcass, 
larger and better than othgr merinos. The 
woo] is quite an !tmportant Item of the reve- 
nue of a sheep owner and 2 or 8 pounds per 
head on a@ band of 2,500 or more means a 
ecnsi@erable amount of money. The Rambouil- 
let will shear more pounds of clean wool than 
any other sheep grown and at the same 
time has as large a carcass for mutton as 
many of the mutton breeds; tn fact, as large 
as is marketable to advantage. An average 
Ramboullet ewe will shear from 8 to 14 
pounds of fine wool and weighs from 125 to 
160 pounds, while good rams shear from 12 
to 26 pounds and weigh from 176 to 250 
pounds. As to their practicability elther on 
the farm or on the range, the Ramboulillet 
is far superior as a rustier and thrives far 
better than other breeds when it comes to 
rustling for a living among sage brush and 
rocks. Will produce a good fleece of fine 
wool and furnish a good carcass of mutton, 
when {t comes time to goto market the Ram- 
boutllet is. the superfor of them all. I have 
no sheep to sell and if any of your readers 
want more information please send stamps 
for reply.

Now I want to 
ask for one for a mare that has something 
commonly called ‘‘béllows:’' can't exercise 
much, about 11 years old, in fairly good order, 
the trouble being of comparatively a recent 
condition; can’t assign or learn any particu- 
lar work or feed that has caused it. Her 
wind as soon as she exercises seems very 
difficult to get and produces unusual inflam- 
mation of stomach, A remedy would be ap- 
preciated. 

Answer: Assumine that heaves, or 


“proken wind" is the correct diagnosis 
(you do not give symptoms) you should 
krow that a confirmed case of this ail- 
ment is incurable, although much may 
be done to alleviate the distress of the 
affected animal. It should also be 
known that veterinarians generally 
agree that it is @ deranged state of the 


‘ 


digestive organs. it is also generally 


admitted that a certain amount of 
heredity or capability of propagation 
from parent to progeny attaches to this 
abnormal condition of the stomach and 
bowels. Many animals with an inherited 
tendency (or diathesis) to heaves (the 
proper name) may escape the disease— 
just as in tuberculosis—if the surround- 
ings are continuously favorable. Musty, 


innutritious, bulky, dusty food, with a 
full allowance of water, and put to 
work immediately, {s a common cause 
of the disease. MeIntosh says that 
“certain kinds of timothy hay seem to 


be notorious for producing it. If heave 
ing horses are fed mainly on shelled 
oats with very little hay and watered 
before being fed, and ‘not put to work 
for an hour at least, they will do a 


fair day's work.” The alleviating treat- 
ment is as follows: Feed s0 as not to 
overload the stomach, regularly three 
times a day. Allow a littie hay to be 
eaten first, then water, and 
oats. Balled flaxseed mixed with a lit- 
tle bran at night will serve to keep the 
bowels regular, besides being very nu- 
tritious.
